counsel her friends to do likewise. 


Physical survey of the University Court Resort Motel revealed | 
that the room selected for the meeting was vulnerable.

Mr, BROWN continued that the reason that Mr. DROLLER came to 


‘Coral Cables was to have a meeting with several members of the MRR 


on 19 July 1960 in order to "iron out" internal aissensions. 


At 0810 hours, 19 July 1960, Case Officer BROWN arrived at 


_the home of a friend of AHTIME vhose address he recalled to be 623 


Velarde Avenue, Coral Gebles, Florida, BROW! could not further 
identify ARTIME's friend other than the fact that he was a Cuban 
and a Earvard University graduate. Upon arrival, BROWN observed 
thet ARTIME waa “still in the sack". ARTIME and BROWN deperted 
she residence at 0905 hours, proceeded directly to the notel, and 
arrived there at ayproximately 0920 hours. He used a sterile rented 
venicle in transporting ARTIME and errangements for the motel ta be 
used for the meeting vere made by Jerry DROLLER. | Re

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Case Officer BROWN further elaborated that he was not aware 


Officer Jexry DROLYER took before, during, ani after the meeting. 
The primary duty of BROWN during the meetings was serving as an 
interpreter for Mr. DROLLER. . . 


The conversation was louder than noxmmal and it was noted 
that Jerry DROLLER speaks with an obvicus Germanic eccent. English 
and Spanish were spoken freely throughout the meetings.

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DROWN stated that no calla were received at the motel during 
the firat meeting nor were there any cutside calls made. There 
were no incasing or outgoing calls made during the second meeting. 
Two incoming calls vere received by Jerry DROLLER at 1500 and 1530 . 
hours at which time Mr. ARTIME called and talked to BROWN who ine- 

for DROLLER. BROWN further recalled that at.the end 
j> of the third meeting, about 1600 hours, Mr. DROGLER telephoned 
[Raymond O'MARApnd Jake ESTERLINE on their unlis anes from 
the motel roam. When Mr. DROLLER was talking to/ O'MARA) ani} 
ESTERLINE, caly BROWN was present. Ne outgoing calls were made 
- ‘by the indigenous personnel during: the entire session at the motel. 
All calls were mede through a switchboard, BROWN pointed out that 
at no time during. the sessions with the indigenous personnel vere 
they interrupted’ by motel employees or occupants. He added that | 
the motel roos’did not have a radio, however, there vas a tele- :

At Miami Beach, Florida 


Acting Special Agent in Charge, Richard BAKER, of the Miami 
FBI was contacted in his office, third flecor, Justice Building, 
3915 Biscayne Blvd., at 0955 hours, 25 July 1960, by the Reporting 
Agent and FOB Security Officer, Jonn J. SULLIVAN. Mr. SULLIVAN 
briefed Mr. BAKER why we were there and requested that he furnish 
eny information available relative to the incident that occurred 
at the University Court Resort Motel on 19 July 1960. Mr. BAKER 
at 1005 hours requested FBI Special Agent George DAVIS, the in~ 
vestigator handling this matter, to participate in the discussion. 
| 


Special Agent DAVIS inficated that at 1500 hours on 19 July 
1960 a call was received from Hrs. Clark YALENTINER, wife of an 
executive of the Continental Can Caspany, Havana, Cuba, who re~ 
ported that she had overheard a discussion of an anti-CASTRO group. 
At this point, Mr. DAVIS pointed out that his detailed report on 
this matter which is incorporated in a larger report dealing with 
unsolicited information, was forwarded to the FBI Headquarters 
on Saturday, 23 July 1960. DAVIS added that the only matter that 
he aid not include tn his investigative report was two license 
plates numbers which Mrs. VALENTINER hed provided him. Hrs. 
VALEVTDNER had noted the license plates of the participants in — 
the meeting conducted in Room 209 at the University Court Resort 
Motel. 
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cnertly after the call was received by the FBI from lira. 
VALENTINER, FSI. Special Agent Howard ALBAUGH informed "Bernie"

While at the motel, DAVIS cbserved that she had notes of the — 
conversation which she referred to during the interview. It should 
be noted that these notes were not confidecated by DAVIS. 


DAVIS stated that Mrs. ROBINSON, who 1s also a resident of 
the motel, was present during the meeting for a very short period 
(exact tines unknown). Mrs. ROBINSON is the wife of an American 
businesaman in Cuba.

Mr. DROLLER prefaced his remarks by indicating that he had 
comleted a memorandhm for the record, requested by Mr. LAHGAN, 
and made a copy avatiable (see Exhibit 75). 


Vir. DROLLZR indicated that the gist of his cover story for 
the infigenous persoonel 1s that he is a private American citizen 
end a member of a growp.of American citizens. (business, education, 
eto.) who _sonetines in the past find themselves in minor disegree-' 
ment with the United States foreign policy in Latin America (faror-— 
ing TRUJILLO and the like). ‘That this group has noticed a much 

more “forward look“ by the United States Govermment and that the 
group 1p therefore directed to-do anything which can be of 
assistance to patriotic citizens who will bring about a change 
of the CASTRO Government. DROLLER further declared that cperating 
with this cover story, he has never mentioned that he was en 
employee of the United States Goverment. Mr. LANGAN, at thia 
point, queried Mr. DROLLER whether any mention of the United 
States Goverment had been made by the indigenous personnel who 
participated in the meetings. DROLLSR could not recall. He 
further pointed out that United States Government come up in 
meetings when discussing United States foreim policy, but never 
in connection with exployment by the United States Goverment. 


Mx. DROLLSR displayed the alias travel documentation which 
he has been using en his excursions to Mismi Beach, Florida, srea. 
Tt was noted that the address Vs West S6th Street, Hew York City, 
was listed on this cocumentation, but according to Mr. DAOLIER is 
not backstopped. 
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ir. DROLLER declared that he had conducted meetings on 24 
May, aud 7 and 19 June 1960. ‘ihe meetings were beld in different 
rooas in the same building, on the same floor on two occasions 
and once on the ground floor. During these meetings, which were 
held for business and social reasons, the following were present:
